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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3 October 2003 is in 
compliance with the provision of 37 CFR 1 .97, has been considered by the Examiner, 
and made of record in the application file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Blitz U.S. (5,414,444), (hereinafter Britz) in view of Brunstrom et ai., (20050032557), 
(hereinafter Bainstrom). 

Regarding claim 1, Britz discloses portable terminal (personal communicator. 
Fig. 1 , item 100) having first and a second housings (display frame 117 and board 
support 113) which are foldable through a hinge pad (hinged keyboard support 128, see 
col. 2, line 22 and Fig. 2), and having a camera such that, in a state (cellular/close 
mode, see col. 2, lines 59-64) where the first housing (1 17) and the second housing 
(113) have been folded, it is possible to shoot a motion picture (video image receptor 
115 accepts video images into the communicator for interactive video, see col. 2, lines 
29-32) or a still picture, wherein, in the state where the first housing and the second

housing have been folded (close mode, see col. 2, lines 59-64), by use of a screen 
display (LCD output 101, see Fig. 1) which does not have an input region of character 
information (LCD is transparent, see col. 2, lines 52-58), but fail to teach that the motion 
picture or still picture which was shot by said camera is sent to a desired email address. 

Britz fails to teach that the portable terminal could send email to a desired email 
address when in the folded state. 

Brunstrom teaches that the tenminal (1) operates as mobile phone when closed 
and could place a call and other functionalities such as emailing and SMS 
(see Page 001 5 and 001 6). 

It would therefore have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art to 
combine the teaching of Bmnstrom with Britz's multimedia telephone terminal for the 
benefit of achieving a cell phone with multiple functionalities including sending pictures 
through email while closed. 

Regarding claim 2, Britz as modified by Brunstrom, discloses the portable 
terminal as set forth in Claim 1 , additionally Britz discloses wherein, in a state 
(open/multimedia mode, see col. 2, lines 59-67) where the first housing and the second 
housing are not in a folded state (open position, see col. 2, lines 59-67)), by use of a 
screen display which has an input region of character information (touch screen graphic 
display, see Fig. 2, item 121 and col. 3, lines 5-14), a motion picture or still picture which 
was shot by said camera is sent to a desired email address. 

Regarding claim 3, Britz as modified by Brunstrom, discloses the portable 
terminal as set forth in Claim 2. Britz discloses further comprising a detection part 
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(mode change is controlled by a switch or position responsive device, see col. 2, lines 
59-68) which detects whether it said first and second housing are in the folded state or 
not, wherein. In response to a detection result of the detection part, by switching 
between the screen display which has the input region of character infonnation and the 
screen display which does not have the input region of character information, a display 
of information is carried out (cellular information is readout on the LCD, 
see col. 3, lines 58-64). 

Regarding claim 4, Britz as modified by Brunstrom, disclose the portable 
terminal as set forth in Claim 3. Britz further discloses wherein the screen display which 
has the input region of character information is displayed on a first display pad which is 
usable when the first and second housing are in the non-folded state (high resolution 
color touch screen graphic display is exposed when cover 1 13 is open, see col. 3, lines 
5-20), and the screen display which does not have the input region of character 
information is displayed on a second display part which is usable when the first and 
second housing are in the folded state (cellular information is readout on the LCD throw 
window 605 of the communicator, see col. 3, lines 58-64 and Fig. 6). 

Regarding claim 5, Britz discloses the claimed limitations as set forth in Claim 1, 
but fails to teach a storage part which stores desired character infonnation in advance, 
wherein, together with the character infonnation which was stored in advance, a motion 
picture or a still picture is sent to a desired email address 
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Brunstrom teaches about an address book, that inherently contains store 
infomiation (see Page 2, lines 0015), and captured image may be stored in a memory 
and transmitted to another device (see Page 3. line 0025) 

It would therefore have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art to 
combine the teaching of Brunstrom with Britz's the benefit of achieving a system that 
captured and stored image that could be sent to another device such as a PC. 
3. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Britz U.S. (5,414,444), (hereinafter Britz), in view of Brunstrom et al., (20050032557), 
(hereinafter Brunstrom). 

Regarding claims 6, Britz a discloses a portable temninal (personal 
communicator. Fig. 1 , item 100) having first and a second housings (display frame 1 17 
and board support 113) which are foldable through a hinge part (hinged keyboard 
support 128, see col. 2, line 22 and Fig. 2) comprising: 

a control part (plurality of key probes 126 that respond to the push button input 
key 113, see col. 3, lines 5-13) which effects control to send a mail to desired email 
address, by use of a screen display which does not have an input region of character 
infomiation (LCD is transparent, see col. 2, lines 52-58), In a state where the first 
housing and the second housing have been folded (close mode, see col. 2, lines 59-64), 
but fails to teach the sending of a mail to a desired email address in a state where the 
first and second housing have been folded. 

Brunstrom teaches that the terminal (1) operates as mobile phone when closed 
and could place a call and other functionalities such as emailing and SMS 
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(see Page 0015 and 0016). 

It would therefore have been obvious to one of the ordinary sl<lll in the art to 
combine the teaching of Brunstrom with Britz's multimedia telephone temiinal for the 
benefit of achieving a cell phone with multiple functionalities including sending pictures 
through email while closed. 

Regarding claim 7, Britz a discloses a portable temiinal (personal communicator, 
Fig. 1, item 100) comprising: 

an image pickup pad (video image receptor, see Fig. 2, item 1 15) which shoots a 
motion picture (video image receptor 115 accepts video images into the communicatoi' 
for interactive video, see col. 2, lines 29-32) or a still picture, and 

a control part (plurality of key probes 126 that respond to the push button input 
key 113, see col. 3, lines 5-13) which effects controls to send motion still picture which 
has been shot by the image pickup pad to a desired email address, by use of a screen 
display which does not have an input region of character infomriation (LCD is 
transparent, see col. 2, lines 52-58), fails to teach the send of email to a desired email 
address. 

Brunstrom teaches that the tenminal (1 ) operates as mobile phone when closed 
and could place a call and other functionalities such as emailing and SMS 
(see Page 00 1 5 and 00 1 6). 

It would therefore have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art to 
combine the teaching of Brunstrom with Britz's multimedia telephone terminal for the 
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benefit of achieving a cell phone with multiple functionalities including sending pictures 
through email while closed. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Aikawa et. al., (20040198476 A1) teaches a cell phone. 
Ward et al., (20030142215) teaches network configuration files for automatically 
transmitting image from and electronic still camera.
